It might not be amiss at this time to point out 
that the George Washington faculty, unlike those 
at some other institutions, has not had its salary 
lowered. This is of the utmost importance, as one 
can readily realize, if this institution is to continue 
with the fine faculty it has at present. Faculty 
members of national repute would be lost ; and even 
if they remained for sentiment’s sake, their re- 
search work would be hampered, should lowered 
salaries be affected. 

A University’s scholastic standing depends upon 
the good woric of its faculty. Of course, if the Stu- 
dent Codhcll wishes to lower tuition fees, and low- 
er salaries, which would compel the administration 
to get ordinary professors, then its their own af- 
fair. I, for one, would rather pay present tuition, 
rates, and graduate from a school which means' 
something, as George Washington does now.
